ern coast of Africa; and that 
there was no safety for Algiers 
but to declare war against him, 
and to enter intoa close alliance 
with thy king. At first my pre- 
decessor did not listen to him, 
but by unwearied solicitations 
and considerable presents, he 
was Induced to grant to thy na- 
tion very important commercial 
privileges, to forbid in his harbors 
the sale of prizes brought in by 
French corsairs, and finally to 
hegin hostilities with Americs, 
with whom thy king expected to 
he soou at war.— Thou knowest 
how fatally that war has ended 
for me; for it is the cause of my 
present troubles. And now let 
me ask thee, what confidence can 
I place in the professions of thy 
king, who declares himself the 
protector of all Christians, while 
only afew years ago he blamed 
our Deys for sitting christian 
slaves at liberty, strongly re- 
commended not to liberate the 
Neapolilans whom henowclaims 
was continually instigating us to 
war with the christians of France 
and Italy, and even succeeded 
in bringing on a rupture between 
Algiers aad the American chris- 
tians.

Tho Deys of Algiers have never 
made slaves.but of those against 
whom they had declared war; 
their slaves were ss well fed as 
the Musselmen; never has one 
been put cruelly to death, never 
has one been forced to fight 
szainst his christian brethren. 
The request of thy king shall be 
granted; the christians, whom 
the furtune of war may bring 
into my hands, shall be treated 
and exchanged as prisoners of 
war. But thy kiug must prom- 
ise me the, same; he must sol- 
emniy eige not to take Amer- 
ican sailors trom their ships and 
io feed and treat his prisoners 
well; but above all, he must 
swear that he will not refuse 
their exchange under frivolous,

We have been considerabil 
surprised that Cobbet’s Ameri. 
can Register, as published i 
this city, did not make its regu 
Jar appearance, as heretofore 
and were led (o make an enqui- 
ry of the publishers, as regarded 
the cause of its non-appearauce; 
when we were informed that; 
they had received no manuscript 
since the number dated June 29, 
and published here on Seplem- 
ber 24th. 

The reason for this delay of 
manuscript, the publishers could 
not inform us; but they were in- 
duced to suppose it was occa- 
sioned either by the late impor- 
tant meetings which have taken 
place in England; in which Mr. 
Cobbett has been particularly 
interested, and which mast have 
occupied a great portion of his 
time; or thatthe manuscript has 
been arrested in its progess, and 
may be now safein the custody 
of the British attorney general;

LAW CASE. 
Sitcher vs. Shaw. 


This was an.action on the case 
brought by the plantiff, to re- 
cover of the defendant (who is 
a livery stable keeper) dama- 
ges for negligently and un- 
skilfully harnessing a horse to 
a one horse waggon, furnished 
to the plaintiff by the defen- 
dant. 

The cause came on to trial be- 
fore his honour Richard Ri- 
kar, recorder at the present 

Noveuber term of this court. 
Geo. W. Niven, and Wm. 

M. Price, of counsel for the 

plaintiff. —— 

Geo.-Written, of counsel for 
defendant. 

The character of the horse 
was admitted to be gentle and 
kind in harness. 

It was in evidence, that the 
horse was harnessed to the wag- 
gon by the servants of the de- 
fendant, in the absence of the 
defendant. 

It was also in evidence, that 
the plaintiſt and his servants 
were in the waggan; and while 
descending a bill, about four 
miles ſrom the city, the horse 
took fright, aud in consequence 
of the waggon’s touching his 
heels; and, in passing down the 
hill, upset the waggon, and cau- 
sed the injurv the plaintiff and 
servants complained of.—It was 
also in evidence, that the waggon 
was considerably injured, which 
was the defendant's loss.
